‘Georgians become concerned and rightly 
so, whenever there’ is an epidemic of polio 
or any other communicable disease. 


But, while we may become alarmed over 
an outbreak of polio or diphtheria or a case 
of smallpox, we are inclined to overlook the 
deadliest killer of all Somemnupscatic dis- 
eases—tuberculosis. 

Perhaps that is because of a general mis- 
conception that tuberculosis is under con- 
trol. It isn’t. It is 
still our No. 1 pub- 
lie health prob- 
lem, continuing its 
insidious attack 
year after year 
against our citi- 
zens. 

There are more 
than 10,000 known 
cases of tubercu- 
losis in the State 
of Georgia, and 
public hospital fa- 

cilities to take care 
of less than 2,000 cases. This means ee 
8,000 patients outside of hospitals in Georgia 
constitute a health menace to the rest of the 
population. 


In Fulton and DeKalb Counties alone 
there are 2,500 known cases and many more 
undiscovered cases. In this area. the death 
rate from tuberculosis is twice the national 
~ average. 

The annual sale of Christmas Seals fi- 
nances the fight against tuberculosis by pro- 
viding kealth education, X-ray surveys, nurs- 
ing care and aid to victims and their families. 

This year’s Christmas Seal goal for Ful- 
ton and DeKalb Counties alone is $85,000, 
less than Birmingham’s goal of $90,000.

Look at It Now 


A little more than a hundred years ago, 
that Nineteenth Century “nature man” Henry 
Thoreau took up his abode in the, woods be- 
side a pond and wrote famous essays pub- 
lished under the title “Walden.” 

He looked out-on the pond and recorded 
“... there was a pleasing vista.” 

A century later another naturalist-author, 
Edwin W. Teale, visited Walden Pond on a 
summer Sunday. and jotted down what he 
saw. The list, as recorded in the Teale book 
‘North With the Spring,” included: 116: beer 
cans, 21 milk bottles, 7 Coca-Cola bottles, 
the remains of 14 campfires, a shoe box, egg- 
shells, soap, half-eaten sandwiches, Dixie 
cups, cracker boxes, soda straws, cigarette 
packages, comic books, tabloid newspapers, 
playing cards, broken glass, paper napkins, 
mustard bottles, 
orange skins, a baby-food jar, a piece of 
pink ribbon, the thumb of a leather glove, a 
flashlight battery, and a. dollar bill. 

Thoreau had referred to his pond as a

Talmadge Calm 
On TV. Debut 


WASHINGTON — Governor Talmadge was 
anything. but fiustered in his debut performance 
before a national television audience -here this 

week. He apparently was not in the slightest intimidated by the 
consciousness of thousands of persons watching him through the 
miracle of TV. For all that it seemed to matter, he might have 
been addressing:an audience of his own people in one of those 
homecoming gatherings in Telfair County where it has been the 
wont to celebrate Talmadge victories at the polls—father and son. 


The only concession he made 
to his TV audience was to slick 
his brown hair down rather 
than let it hang loose over one 
side of his forehead as it does 
when he is on the hustings. It 
gave him more of a’ dignified 
professional look. 


The youthful Georgia gover- 
nor had been invited to be one 
of the principals in what was 
billed as a debate on the ques- 
‘tion: “Shoufd Truman Be Re- 
nominated?” 


Gov. Sidney McMath of Ar- 
kansas, a strong supporter of 
President Truman, took the af- 
firmative side of the question, 
with Talmadge expressing the 
views of those Southern Demo- 
crats who are opposed to a third 
term. 


McMath and Talmadge are 
two of the youngest state ex- 
ecutives in the country and 
their opposing views on. the 
President’s availability for a 
third term was supposed to 
produce political fireworks 
of a sort. ;

Woman Divorced From Man Whom 


She Loves, Seeks Cure for Plight 


DEAR MARY HAWORTH: I have been divorced for three years. 
from a man [I truly love, but whose life I made miserable because 
I couldn’t let my love show. 

Serious repercussions were in evidence before we were married 
six months, and not knowing the cause, I sought psychiatric help 
from an authorized institute. There I learned what seemed to be 
the root of the trouble. Owing to childhood experience I had with- 
drawn from love—not completely, but as much as possible. 

My husband, on the other hand, was far from being neurotic. 
He was reared in a family where each member cared deeply for 
all the others—and through allatheir differences, the deep bond 
of affection was unchanging. 

During our courtship Tom was the one who lavished effection. 
In responding to him I answered to some extent my own need to 
love. But this didn’t last beyond the marriage ceremony. And 
knowing the cause—implanted when I was so young, impression- 
able and vulnerable—hasn’t helped me to surmount it. 

Tom hasn’t married, and friends say they think this is because 
he still loves me. Probably he has been too deeply hurt for the 
wounds to heal yet. Loving is giving, and since I was very small 
I haven’t been the giver. Of everything else, yes. Of love. no. 
Can you help me? B. R. 


DEAR B. R.: It appears that you got a smattering of psychiatric 
attention, but no real help. It is one thing to offer a diagnosis, 
and quite another thing to promote a cure. 

Your plight reminds me of the Scriptural njueetiie to 
thy neighbor as thyself.” The catch is, to love oneself. 
capacity to love others is directly proportionate to one’s self re- 
gard; and unfortunately you don’t rate par-for-human in your own 
estimation. Thus unconsciously you feel unfit for exchange of love. 
You shrink from bringing yourself to others’ awareness, as a candi- 
date for reciprocal deep giving. 

Withdrawn personalities, such as yours, need above all to estab- 
lish psychological interchange with a truly wise, greatly under- 
standing teacher-friend—on a basis of weekly interviews, perhaps, 
until crucial problems are eased. This is the first long step towards 
cordial self acceptance—as the self is “revisited,” so to speak, and 
revaluated at its intrinsic worth, in collaboration with an honest, 
objective, deeply interested “authority.” 

In my opinion, a mature psychoanalyst, or a really spiritual 
clergyman who is psychologically trained, is probably better quali- 
fied than the average psychiatrist, to restore fundamental faith- 
in-self to you. About your husband, it’s my impression that he 
failed you, just as badly as you failed him, and when you gain 
sufficient self-esteem to stop kicking yourself as the usual thing, 
you'll see his defects more clearly, I think. M. H.
